This decision is in response to "RENEWED PETITION UNDER 37 CFR 1.47(a)" filed 
via facsimile on 02 January 2002. In a decision dated 02 November 2001, the "RENEWED 
PETITION UNDER 37 CFR 1.47(a)" filed 14 December 1999 was dismissed because 
applicant did not provide adequate proof that the missing inventor, Alain Dameme, refused 
to execute the application or could not be reached after diligent effort. 


A petition under 37 CFR 1.47(a) must be accompanied by (1) the fee under 37 CFR 
1.17(h), (2) factual proof that the missing joint inventor refuses to execute the application or 
cannot be reached after diligent effort, (3) a statement of the last known address of the 
missing inventor, and (4) an oath or declaration by each 37 CFR 1.47(a) applicant on his or 
her own behalf and behalf of the nonsigning joint inventor. The 29 September 1999 decision 
indicated that petitioner has satisfied items (1), (3) and (4) above. 

As to Item (2), a review of the present petition and the accompanying papers reveal 
that applicant has satisfied item (2), in that the applicant has shown that a bona fide 
attempt was made to present the application papers, including the specification, claims, and 
drawings to Alain Dameme and that Mr. Dameme has refused to execute the application. 

Accordingly, it is appropriate. to accord the national stage application status under 37 
CFR 1.47(a).
